“I think we get a pretty accurate 
line on the future—as good as any­ 
one. 
You see, 
advertising

ments «expenditures» are mapped out 
several m onths in advance.

questionnaire what they planned to 
do next year. 
“Thirty per cent replied th at they 
will make substantial increases in

Although the modern tube is of the 
uncritical type which permits quite 
large variations in its operating volt­ 
ages, It is frequently found necessary 
* to provide some adjustm ent in pow er 
units to compensate for line volt­ 
age variations. 
This is particularly 
true in rural districts, w'here the line 
voltage has such poor regulation that 
it will fluctuate between 90 and 120, 
j depending on the load. 
The line is 
most heavily loaded at night, when 
most of the listening in is done. This 
results in the poorest reception when 
the best is wanted. 
The use of a regular tube to control 
the low B-battery vdltages has al- 1 
ready b?en discussed in these col­ 
umns. 'Regulator tubes of a different 
type have been designed for the pri­ 
mary of the power transformer. These 
have not been found very satisfac­ 
tory and some other form of regula­ 
tion is usually advisable 
As an al­ 
ternative either a rheostat in the pri­ 
mary circuit of the transform er or a 
tapped prim ary should be used. 
The 
rheostat has the advantage of per­ 
m itting close control, but this is not 
really necessary.

voltage will not vary too widely and 
the two positions are merely to take 
care of difference in normal operating 
voltages of different lines.
